HOW IT WAS DONE. 


IN REVIEW. 
THE CONVENTION PROPER AND THE OUTSIDE 
WORKERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, June 17.—It is as impossible for 
any one man to see Or comprehend all that is 
his eyes in a great convention 
like that of yesterday as for one man to see or 
comprehend all that is happening on a great 
battle-fileld between contending armies. The 
Convention proper consisted of nearly 800 dele- 
gates and 800 alternates, but there was a body 
of as many more and fully as sharp and inſlu- 
ential men as that which composed the Conven- 
tion itself. Thus there were more than 3,000 
mes actively participating in the great struggle 
of five torrid days’ duration, and this whole 
mass of members, alternates, and irregulars 
were in constant telegraphic communication 
with the various candidates, and their leading 
friends at home. Dispatches were going and 
coming over the wires 
LIKE FLIGHTS OF ARROWS, 
by hundreds and thousands per hour. The last 
two days and nights of the Convention very 
many members were receiving telegrams from 
all parts of the Union urging them to stand fast 
by Blaine, or Morton, or Conkling, or Hartranft, 
or I them to change to 
Bristow or Blaine. A continual stream of 
dispatches were sent to Blaine's headquarters 
in Washington, and another stream issued 
therefrom to his friends in the Convention, en- 
couraging them and instructing them how to 
act. The wires and resources of both telegraph 
companies were taxed to their utmost capacity, 
day and night, to accommodate the politicians 
and the press, and inform the people. The 
long, battle was fought out, by means 
of the wonderful electric agency, 
IN FULL VIEW OF THE WHOLE AMERICAN 
NATION. 
Those who were hundreds and thousands of 
miles away could see the mighty contest 
as it slowly but surely progressed from the 
careful preparation to the grand melee and 
final charge and rout of the beaten side as 
clearly and vividly as if they had been delegates 
themselves, and they were made to understand 
the changing phases of the fight, the ups and 
downs, the intrigues, and schemes, and plots, 
and counterplots, the growing strength and 
weakness of the respective factions, infinitely 
clearer from reading 
THE TELEGRAPHIC REPORTS 
than if they had been spectators in the galleries 
or in reserved seats, or had elbowed their way 
in the throngs that swamped the corridors or 
that sweltered in the numerous headquarters 
of State delegations in search of news. Those 
who remained at home and depended on the 
wires and newspapers were far wiser and more 
comfortable than the 50,000 men who rushed 
here in pursuit of knowledge and early infor- 
mation, and to witness the struggle. 
Blaine had altogether the more powerful and 
compact organiza‘ion of any of the candidates. 
His supporters, while considerably less than a 
majority 6f the Convention, far outnumbered 
those of any other. They were imbued with the 
fiery audacity of their leader, under whose 
magnetism they 
RUSHED RECKLESSLY FORWARD, 
like the French cavalry of Napoleon when led 
by Field-Marshal Murat. Indeed, Blaine’s tac- 
tics dosely resembled those of that magnificent 
swordsman in more respects than one. But the 


over-contidence of the Blaine men was their ruin 


at the end. They attempted to carry things by 
force, and exhibited altogether too domineering 
atemper. They would listen to nothing, ex- 
plain nothing. conciliate nobody, but rode 

over everything with an impressive 
and defiant air. They treated the other factions 


ment. 

Blaine had dashed Iike a mailed cavalier, 
lance in hand, at the Democrats and Confeder- 
ates in the House of Representatives, and put 
them to flight, and his infatuated followers saw 
in every Republican in the Convention, who was 
not shouting and whooping for Blaine, a Con- 
federate against whom they charged full tilt, 

DETERMINED TO BIDS oa EEW HIM don. 
But they had men to deal with who were not to 


be crushed by any such tactics. Instead of play- 
ing off one faction against another, capturing 
some, coaxing others, and keeping the opposi- 
tion separated, and preventing a coalition by 
every means possible to devise, they actually 
drove them to act together by their insulting 
and domineering conduct. Curtis was hissed; 
Dougiass was snubbed, and then thrown out of 
his seat. The Morton men were enraged by the 
rejection of the Spencer delegation from Ala- 
bama, and swore vengeance on Blaine's backers, 
who did it. Bristow's friends were insulted 
and sneered at as the “Only honest men,“ 
and the “ Holier than thou”’ gentlemen, because 
they and their leaders were opposed to stealing 
the revenue and to blackmailing the distillers. 
They hooted and jeered the demand for Civil- 
Service reform, and laughed at the idea of 
Governmental purification as a good joke. 
They regarded their fellow-ringsters who were 
urging Conkling with ill-concealed anger and im- 
patience, because they refused to coalesce forces 
and support Blaine. 
THE FIRST PALPABLE BLUNDER 

the Blaine men committed when the Convention 
met on Thursday was in making McPher- 
son, of Pennsylvania, President of the 
Convention, for this was throwing down the 
gauge of battle to Don Cameron and his 
clans. It is true they gained a Chairman who 
was a hot partisan of Blaine's, and to whom 
they could confide their plans, prearrange their 
motions, and secure the floor at any time for 
their speakers, and obtain any ruling favorable 
to Blaine’s side or injurious to his opponents 
which would not outrage parliamentary law too 
much; but, on the other hand, they lost by this 
stroke of tactics. They made every opponent 
of Blaine suspicious of the fairness of the pre- 
siding officer, and watchful for tricks and par- 
liamentary legerdethain. They withdrew from 
the body of the Pennsylvania delegation Blaine's 
sharpest and ablest worker, and cooped him up 
in the Chair. But, worst of all, 

THEY MORTALLY OFFENDED DON CAMERON 
and his tribe, for it seemed like an open inten- 
tion of breaking him down and running over 
him. The plucky Scotchman lost no time in 
accepting the challenge to fight, and he put him- 
self promptly at the head of the anti-Blaine 
faction of his delegation. The Pennsylvania 
State Convention had instructed her dele- 
gation to vote as a unit in order that 
the power of the State should not be 
frittered away, and that it might de cast 
solid in the crisis of the fight where it would do 
the most good for Pennsylvania, and that bas 
always been the policy of that State. By the 
rule adopted by the Convention, the delegation 
was instru to stick to Hartranft as long as 
a majority th t he had any prospect. of suc- 
cess. At the instance of the Blaine men, st a 
caucus of the delegation here, it was resolved 
that atany time, on the demand of twenty 
members, the delegation should re- 
tire for consultation in regard td 
dropping Hartranft and substituting some 
other candidate. It was understood all 
the time, from Sunday until Friday morning, 
that Blaine had 40 or 44 votes, against 18 or 14 
for Conkling or Morton. They were perhaps 
ten or a dozen who would support Bristow as 
against Blaine. Cameron knew that it was not 
in his power to secure a majority of his delega- 
tion for Conkling, which, of course, would carry 
with it the entire 58 votes. 

THE NEW YORK DELEGATES ASSISTED HIM 
in every possible way to get control of 30 votes, 
which would enable him to swing the whole 
strength of the delegation to their favorite son. 
They worked to this end desperately, almost 
frantically, and it was while they were engaged 
in this effort for several days that they would 
listen to no overture in regard to Hayes or any 
other candidate, as they lived in hourly hope 
that, by some stroke of good fortume or other 
means, thirty members of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation could be brought to see on which side 
their bread was most thickly buttered. But the 
time never came. Don Cameron, however, was 
equal to the emergency. He fully determined 
that, happen what might, the fifty-eight votes 
of Pennsylyania 
SHOULD NEW 


for President. 

Blaine’s men had savagely assailed the Presi- 
dent for appointing him Secretary of War, and 
his father for suggesting the appointment, and 
himself for accepting it. The telegraph wire 
bore a message home to Simon Cameron, whose 
language no man knows, but whose import 
many now guess. Immediately telegrams began 
to shower upon the delegates from all parts of 
the old Keystone State, that the dignity of the 
State had been insulted in the person of the 
Secretary of War; that Pennsylvania had a 
right to have a seat in the 
and that Don Cameron could not be humiliated 
without the degradation also attaching to every 
true-born Pennsylvanian. These missives per- 
formed their mission. The work was got in 
well, and the Blaine phalanx of forty-four 

WAS BROKEN AND DEMORALIZED, 
and never again united, Don’s next move was 
to hold his delegation to Hartranft solid up to 
the decisive moment. Meanwhile the dispatches 
continued to pour in from all parts of the State 
upon the delegates, telling them not -to desert 
the Secretary of War, but to stand by him in 
order to keep casting the fifty-eight votes for 
Hartranft to the right time to change. Don 
made arrangements to borrow some votes from 
Morton, Conkling, and Bristow, chiefly the 
former, to be cast for Hartranft te keep his fel- 
lows in hope and prevent the Blaine men from 
demanding the withdrawal of their favorite 
son.“ Thus, on the second ballot, Jones loaned 
four votes from Nevada, and Col. Holloway two 
of Morton’s men from North Carolina. On the 
next ballot Florida detailed three votes to Hart- 
ranft, Nevada two, North Carolina eight, and 
Vermont one,—the latter suspected to be a 
Bristowite in disguise. But now 
THE TROUBLE BEGAN. 

Three of the Pennsylvanians broke through 
the rule of voting asa unit, and insisted on 
having their votes counted for Blaine. They 
could not be fooled into standing by the “ fa- 
vorite son” of Pennsylvania any longer.

Wasninoton, D. C., June 17.—The Presi- 
dent's message upon the near approach of the 
end of the fiscal year, and the condition of the 
appropriation bills, could not fail to attract 
much attention in the House. The Republicans 
were skillful enough to take advantage of their 
opportunity, and,in the debate upon the mo- 
tion to refer, placed the Democrats at a great 
disadvantage.

CRIUuE. 
FEARFUL — IN MARYLAND. 


Batam, Hartford Co., Md., June 15.—The 
most cold-blooded and shocking crime that ever 
startied this section of Maryland was perpe- 
trated at an early hour this morning at the reat- 
dence of Mr. Rogers Streett, near Clermont 
Mille, in this county, and has produced the most 
intense tement. The terrible affair has 
ended in a double tragedy, and the case in all 
ite aspects ia of the most horrible and un- 
natural character, and is toa large extent 
enveloped in mystery. The first intimation, 
of the terrible tragedy was the dis- 
covery made about 7 o'clock of the 
lifeless body of Miss Almira Streett, aged 
17 1 lying at the foot of the stair- 
case leading to the cellar in Mr. Streett's dwell- 
ing. The unfortunate girl had been most foully

lying in pools of blood that were still trickli 

rom the ghastly wounds. The horror and — 
of the members of the family is indescribable, 
and was of the most heartrending character. 
The mutilated corpse was removed to an apart- 
ment, and physiclans hastily summoned, but a 
glance at the body was sufficient to indicate that 
all traces of life were extinct. 

After partially recovering from the terrible 
shock, Mr. Streett took immediate steps to ap- 
prehend, if possible, the murderer, who, without 
provocation, could have been ty of such a 
crime. Ihe alarm spread rapidly, and in a few 
hours the entire neighborhood bad learned of 
the startling affair, oo of men, women 
and children congrega around Mr. Streett’s 
dwelling. Before noon intelligence of the mur- 
der had been communicated over this entire 
section of the country, and hundreds of excited 
people flocked to the scene of the edy. In 
the absence of any motive for the commission 
of so horrible a e, various speculations were 
indulgedin. By some it was thought that the 
murder had been committed by one of those 
pests of society—a tramp, but this was set 
aside when careful inquiry failed to show 
that any member of the tribe of wanderers had 
been seen in the vicinity. The absence of a 
youth employed on the farm, named Christian 
Klutz, soon excited the suspicion that he might 
have been the murderer, and a search was at 
once instituted for him, and his arrest was soon 
‘effected. He at first denied all knowledge of 
the murder, but close questioning strengthened 
the that alone was guilty of the 
crime. The suspicions were further ¢orrobo- 
rated by the discovery of blood stains on his 
clothes, which he vainly endeavored to remove, 
and he was accordingly securely confined to 
await, further developments in the extraordina- 
ry case, which speedily transpired. A messen- 
ger was at once sent to Belair for the Sheriff, 
who at once started for the scend of the excite- 
pent, accompanied by Statg’s-Attorney Hop- 

ins. 

After the m had been dispatched to 
this place the excitement among those assem- 
bled at Mr. Streett’s mansion increased rapidly, 
and became intensified as rumors begun to 
circulated that Kiutz had made a confession of 
his guilt. was speedily confirmed. Sev- 
eral persons formed themselves into a commit- 
tee of examination, and questioned Klutz 
sharply, eliciting the fact that he had murdered 
Miss Streett. He declared that he had no cause 
whatever to murder the fmnocent girl, and that 
he committed the deed from sheer devilment.“ 
When the news of the confession became known 
to the excited crowd, it was at once evident 
that Klutz wonld be called upon to 
pay the penalty of the terrible crime with his 
ife, and he was soinformed. It is learned here 
however, that in order to avoid a violation of 
the law he was permitted to be his own execu- 
tioner, though there is little doubt that had he 
failed to commit suicide he would N have 
been lynched.

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The resignation of Mr. Bristow as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is now definitely an- 
nounced.

Indeed, so 
far as his own candidature goes, it is but fair 
to remember that he never turned his hand 
or raised his voice to advance it; that it was 
entirely the spontaneous work of men whose 
admiration, confidence, and respect he had 
commanded by his official conduct ; and that 
he persistently refused to permit his 
subordinates to take any part in his behalf. 
In all thie Mr. Bawrow has given the public 
men of this country a model which should 
always be imitated in view of the popular 
approval it has received. As to his discharge 
of his official duties, he leaves the most hon- 
orable record that has been made by any one 
of those whom Gen. Gaar has called about 
him. He grappled with the most formida 
ble monster in the land and worsted him. 
He broke the most aggressive ring ever 
formed against the Government, and scat- 
tered its fragments among the penitentiaries. 
He purified a revenue service that had been 
vorrupt and imbecile for years. And he, 


finally, did not desert his post until he had 


carried out to completion the great work 
which he had undertaken. Both Mr. Bun- 
tow and Gen. Grant deserve great credit for 
successfully resisting the wily efforts that 
have been made to set them by the ears in 
order that the thieves might escape in their 
quarrel. But the country cannot spare Mr. 
Bumrow yet. It is now his duty to so ad- 
just his private affairs that he may reassume 
the portfolio of the Treasury Department 
when Mr. Hares shall call him there on the 
4th of March next.

THE RELIGIOUS WORLD. 

In the Contemporary Review for June the 
opening paper is entitled The Courses of 
Religious Thought,” by Mr. Grapsronz. It 
treats of the variety of religious thought, 
and is an effort to classify the opinions of 
men on religious subjects, though he admits 
that at every point there start into action 
multitudes of aimless or erratic forces, cross- 
ing and jostling one another, and refusing 
not only to be guverned but even to be 
classified.” He therefore makes but an in- 
itial effort,” hoping that it may lead to 6 
more accurate performance. He assumes 
that the Christian thought, the Christian 
tradition, the Christian society, are the great, 
imperial thought, tradition, and society of 
this earth. It is from Christendom out- 
wards that power and influence radiate, not 
towards it and into it that they flow. He un- 
dertakes to map the religious would into 
five grand divisions, premising that many 
writers, many minds and characters, such 
as Jon Grvant Mita and various others 
called Broad Churchmen, will not fall clean 
into any one of the five divisions,” but will 
be between two, or will range over several. 
He states the five main schools or systems to 
be constituted as follows: 

I. Those who aceept the Papal monarchy, or the 
Ultramontane school. II. Those who, rejecting 
the Papal monarchy, believe in the visibility of the 
Church; or the historical school. III. Those who, 
rejecting the Papal momarchy and the visibility of 
the Church, believe in the great central dogmas of 
the Christian system, the Trinity, and the incarna- 
tion. These will be here termed the Protestant 
Evangelical school. IV. Those who, professediy 
rejecting all known expressions of dogma, are 
nevertheless believers im a moral governor of the 
universe, and in a state of probation for mankind. 
whether annexing or not annexing to this belief 
any of the particulars of the Christian system. 
either doctrinal or moral. These I denominate the 
Theistic school. V. The Negativeschool. Nega- 
tive, thatis to say, as to thought which can be 
called religious in the most usual sense. Under 
this head I an obliged to place a number of 
schemes, of which the adherents may repent the 


mora] governor or providence ; and the existence of 
a state of discipline or probation. To this aggre- 
gate seem to belong—(1) skepticiem; (2) athe- 
jem; (3) agnosticiam; (4) secularism; (5) (re- 
vived) paganiem; (6) materialism; (7) panthe- 
ism; (8) positiviem. 

Mr. Grabsrom discusses each of these 
divisions. He states the points of strength 
in the Papal system: The charm of an un- 
broken continuity; the majesty of an im- 
mense mass; the energy of a closely-serried 
organization, and the containing within it- 
self a large portion of the individual re- 
ligious life of Christendom. The faith, 
the hope, the charity, which it was the office 
of the Gospel to engender, flourish within 
this precinct in the hearts of millions upon 
millions, who feel little, and know less, of 
its extreme claims and of their constantly- 
progressive development.” The causes of 
weakness in the Papal system are thus 

G Its hostility te mental freedom at large; 
(2) ite incompatibility with the thought and move- 
ment of modern civilization; (3) its pretensions 
against the State; (4) its pretensions against pa- 
rental and conjugal rights; (5) ite jealousy, 
abated in some quarters, of the free circulation 
and use of the Holy Scripture; (6) the de facto 
alienation of the educated mind of the countries 
in which it prevails; (7) its detrimental effects on 
the comparative strength and morality of the States 
in which it has sway; (8) ite tendency to sap 
veracity in the individual mind. 

The Historical Church embraces the East- 
ern Churches, Liberal Catholics, Old 
Catholics, and the English Church. 
The third division is termed Protest- 
ant Evangelical. This phrase comprebends 
all who, rejecting the Papal monarchy, either 
reject, or at least do not accept, the doctrine 
of a Catholic Church visible and historical ; 
and who, without always proceeding to an 
abstract repudiation of all aid from authority 
or tradition, are, on behalf of human free. 
dom, extremely jealous of euch aid, and dis- 
posed rather to rely on the simple contact of 
the individual mind with the Divine Word, 

The fourth grand division is the region of 
Theisem. This system recognises one Al. 
mighty Governor of the world, whe has 
placed us under discipline, and will in some 
real and effective manner bring it about that 
the good shall be happy, and that those who 
do evil shall surely suffer for it. Most of the 
Thelsta have come to be such, not by a rejec- 
tion of Christianity, but by a declension from 
it, Under this head he includes Universal 
lam and Unitariafiiem, and the Jewa peak. 
ing of , he ways) 

Now have ne right whatever te impute had 
faith te the professions of the Unitarians and 
othere that they cannot and will not part with the 
name of Christians) that they are the true profes. 
sore of & reformed Christianity; and that they 
have effected with thoroughness and consistency 
that reduction of tt te the form ef ite original 
promulgation by ite illuetrious teseher, whieh, ta 
the sixteenth century, others were either too timid, 
or not enough enlightened, Ww effect, Since the 
time of raten, considerable changes seem to 
have taken place in the scheme of Unitarianiem, 
At the present day it probably includes much 
variety of religious thought, But | am not aware 
that it has abandoned the claim to be the best rep- 
reseutative of primitive Gospel as tt was delivered 
by Christ Himself. The Jews, who taken together 
area rather large community, have hitherto be- 
lieved themselves the stewards of an unfuifilied re- 
demption. Butit seems that a portion at least of 
them are now disposed to resolve their expected 
Messiah into s typical personage, prefiguring the 
blessings of civilization. It may be donbted 
whether such a modification as is thas indicated 
would greatly add to the moral force of Judaism, 
or make its alliance more valuable to the scheme 
which I am endeavoring to sketch. 

Arguing that a religious system can only 
be truly tested when it is set to reform and 
train, on a territory of its own, great mases of 
mankind, any attempt to make Judaism « 
system must fail. It is not their numerical 


weakness alone which impresses him with | 


the fear that it tall. The only large 


which would simply starve the multitude. 
He goes on to say : 

Schemes, then, may suffer for the moral wants 
of a few intellectual and cultared men, which can- 
not be propagated, and cannot be transmitted; 
which cannot bear the wear and tear of constant 
redelivery; which cannot meet the countless and 
ever-shifting exigencies of our nature taken at 
large; which cannot do the rough work of the 
world. The colors that would endure through the 
term of a butterfly’s existence would not avail to 
carry the works of Trriam down from generation to 
generation and century to century. Think of 
twelve agnostics, or twelve pantheists, or twelve 
materialists, setting out from some modern Jeru- 
salem to do the work of the twelve Aposties! 

Mr. Giapstonz, however, disclaims any 
desire to charge the professors of these 
systems, as such, with mental or moral law- 
lessness. He points out that many of these 
schemes are mere names to cover the aban- 
donment of all religion, sometimes even of 
much moral obligation. Others are excep- 
tional men, so conditioned that the relation 
between life and belief furnishes no indica- 
tion of the consequences with which a like 
state of belief, becoming widely prevalent, 
and, in a measure, permanent, would be fol- 
lowed among the massof men. They are 
often men whose life is absorbed in intel- 
lectual pursuits, and who are saved by the 
high interest of their profession from the 
mischiefs left to idle hands and idle minds, 
cursed as these so often are with unbounded 
means and opportunities of indulgence. 

OBSTRUCTING THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

It is now, we suppose, almost generally 
conceded that Mr. Harm, of the Comptrol- 
ler's office, has become an obstruction to the 
administration of the government of Chica- 
go. There is not the slightest justification 
for his condhot, and there seems to be no 
motive for it Wyond an unwillingness to 
give up an office from which he has been ro- 
moved by general consent. It is difficult te 
beliewe that My. Har is influenced by the 
emoluments of the office, which are liberal, 
or that he clings te the office because of its 
honors. But Mr. Harzs has a high opinion 
of the superiority ef his own judgment, and 
cannot brook opposition or control. He has 
had his theories about the management of 
the city finances, and seems to be not only 
devoted to them, but disposed to compel 
everybody else to accept them. The new 
Common Council, elected by the people, has 
quite other views on the subject. But Mr. 
Harm will not yield. With less delicacy 
even than the Locum Tenens, the ex-Comp- 
troller holds on defiantly. 

If there were nothing involved in all this 
beyond the question of whether Mr. Ham 
should hold the office and draw the salary, or 
some one else do so, it would bea «mall 
affair ; but when this obstinacy suspends the 
credit of the city, stops payments from the 
City Treasury, and disables the Common 
Council from exercising its authority, it be- 
comes a nuisance. There is half a 
million of dollars in the Treasury, and there 
is nearly that sum needed to pay the July 
interest on the city debt; there are $95,000 
of city bonds to be paid or renewed on the 
ist of July, and there are $1,000,000 due the 
city employes. The money in the Treasury 
cannot be used, the bonds cannot be re- 
newed, and no money can be obtained to pay 
the city servants, becanse Mr. Hares claims 
to be Comptroller, holds the public books, 
disputes the authority of Mr. Dzzicxson, 
and will not resign. He has made himself 
an obstruction in the way of the City Gov- 
ernment,—an obstruction for no good pur- 
pose, but merely to compel the city to re- 
store him to office and let him have 
his own way. Mr. Harzs’ personal 
pride has been mortified that any 
other opinion than his has deen 
listened to; mortified that a person elected 
to the office of Mayor should have dared to 
remove him; and mortified that the Common 
Council just elected by the people should 
have with such earnest unanimity concurred 
in his removal, and in the appointment of 
his successor. We do not accuse him of in- 
sincerity. To differ from him is, in his esti- 
mation, necessarily to be wrong, and so 
wrong as to threaten public safety. He 
therefore opposes the Council, thwarts all 
measures of redress, and, by interposing his 
bogus claim to be Comptroller, prevents any- 
thing being done. 

Mr. Denicxsow has urged that Mr. Hares 
unite with him in a joint resignation, thus 
permitting Mr. Fan w, the Chief Clerk, to 
be appointed Acting Comptroller, Under 
this arrangement the wheels of the City 
Government could be put in motion, all the 
accruing liabilities oan be at once disposed 
of, and the money obtained to pay the starv. 
ing and destitute employes of the 
city, Mr., Haves literally stands between 
these persons and their daily bread; he 
cannot be recognised himself as Comptroller, 
and will not let any one glas be, Me can do 
no business for the city, and will let no one 
elne do any, His conduet le wholly unworthy 
a gentioman of his hitherto high character, 
and ia a surprise to men who know him, and 
a matter of indignant censure by everybody, 

The publie have a more complete contempt 
for aman who resorts to petty quibbles to 
retain a public office against the popular 
will than for any other claws, Much a person 
has no sympathy from his fellow-citisens, 
It is considered petty even in the case of 
Mus Nane, or Me Paras, or the man 
CGiiaason, and henee the unusual regret that 
Mr, Hares should even wmingly put hie- 
self in such company. ‘' be persists in this 
policy there is but one remedy, and that isto 
resort to the means au'Latsed by law. The 
Finance Committee, in their report on the 
situation, say : 

Your Committee are under the impression that 
the City Council is the body spon whom devolves 
under our present charter the management and 
control of the finances Of the city, and that no in- 
dividual, whether he be Comptroller, bookkeeper, 
or other subordinate, has any right or power to 
assume and exercise such control in defiance of the 
City Council. Sach your Committee believes to be 
the law, and euch certainly le the view taken by 
capitalists, business men, and unbiased and non- 
partisan lawyers of standing. In conclusion, your 
Committee state that, tn their opinion, f so author- 
ized by resolution or otherwise by the City Council. 
your Committee on Finance, in conjunction with 
the City Treasurer and City Clerk, can make satis- 
factory arrangements for paying or carrying for the 
time being the bonds of the city which mature July 
1, 1876, which amount to 8. 000. as, also, the 
interest due on City bonds July 1, 1876, which 


amounts to about $446,000, and can obtain money 
with which to pay employes, firemen, police- 
men, teachers, and men, whose necessities 
and the equities of whose claims your Committee 
are impressed with and have deeply at heart. 

The City Council om Friday evening, there- 
fore, pessed an ordinance to this effect. So 
Mr. Haves after all will make nothing by his 
action.

A BISHOP’S FIRST PUNCH. 

First impressions are always the strongest 
and longest. There are grave and reverend 
men who, if pressed to it, would acknowl- 
edge tha: their strongest impression is of 
their first pair of boots. Venerable Senators 
still retain vivid impressions of their first 
rocking-horse. Solemn clergymen in the 
midst of their studies of the fathers find their 
first pair of breeches recurring to them, and 
men of powerful minds, bestriding the world 
like a Colossus, remember nothing so keenly 
as their first spanking across the generous 
maternal lap. These early impressions are 
always pleasant, yet sontetimes they are 
spoken of with a fine feeling of melancholy 
and tender regret. This was the case with 
Bishop Haven,—our Grii,—who, in a recent 
speech before the Maryland State Temper- 
ance Alliance, recalled an early impression, 
and it was an impression of milk-punch,—a 
milk-punch which he tasted one memorable 

ing i He remem- 
he 
bad taken forty years ago. It was milk- 
punch, and was given him in a harvest- 
field. He said he thought it was the best 
thing he had ever tasted. He had been 
tempted to drink it since, but had never 
yielded.” There are many noticeable facts 
about this first impression. What an am- 
brosial punch it must have been, how pure 
in its ingredients, how symmetrical in its 
proportions, how grateful to the palate, to 
have lasted in the good Bishop's memory 
forty long years! Of all the fluids that have 
trickled down the clerical gullet, this milk- 
punch is the best and fondest in memory. 
It is the survival of the fittest. ‘It was 
given him in the harvest-field.” The mem- 
ory, therefore, is pastoral as well as spiritual. 
It amacks of the grassy lawn as well as the 
Bishop's lawn. Rorn found her husband in 
the harvest-field. Dona set her child in the 
wheat-sheaves and found her father's heart 
again. Our Gu, however, found some- 
thing in the harvest-fleld sweeter than a hus- 
band and stronger than a father, He 
was more fortunate than most of his 
corarades. Ordinarily they found nothing 
but black-strap,—a vile concoction of West 
India molasses and New England rum, com- 
pounded in a coarse, brutal manner, Gu. 
Haven's first drink, however, was ethereal, 
pure and fine as silk. Cows who had fed 
upon clover distilled the milk, and the «pices 
of the Orient flavored the spirit of the sugar- 
dane. The Bishop was right; it wae the best 
thing he had evor tasted, and if he ever passes 
a harvest-field, with its area of waving corn 
or golden grain, if he ever sees the harvesters 
bending to their tasks in the broiling sun, if 
he ever hears the whir of the harvester, with- 
out recalling the fine flavor of that first milk- 
punch, or breathing a silent prayer for the 
buxom farmer's daughter who mixed it in all 
its fair proportions and put it to her red lips 
to see if it were correct, he is no true man. 
“He had deen tempted to drink 
it since, but had never yielded.” 
There is an ineffable sadness in 
the declaration, and yet it speaks well for 
the good Bishop's resolution. He cannot find 
itin his heart to say a word against that 
punch. He lingers over its memory with 
fondness. He recurs to it again and again 
as an object though lost to sight, to memory 
dear. There are hints in his speech of what 
might have been under other circumstances. 
Like some forlorn lover who has loved and 
lost, but never lights the flame again upon the 
altar, he remains true to the memory of that 
punch. We regret that the Bishop has never 
tasted another and revived the golden days 
of his boyhood, when it was the best thing 
he had ever tasted, but we admire his 
moral courage. There are other Bishops 
who do not like liquor and yet take to them- 
selves credit for not drinking it. There are 
others who set their faces against it like a 
flint because it is wrong and then take credit 
unto themselves for not drinking it. But 
our Gr. does like it. It was the dest thing he 
ever tasted He is not altogether sure 
such a good thing can be wrong ; but he is a 
Bishop, and so he remains true to his first 
love through forty years of travel in a dry 
wilderness, untraversed by even a rivulet of 
punch. Much as we admire his courage and 
resolution, however, we can only regret that 
the Bishop cannot find it in his heart to take 
another punch, and yet another, to cheer 
him on in the harvest-fields of humanity in 
which he works so manfully. 


THE CHINESE PROBLEM. 

At the earnest appeal of the representa- 
tives of the Pacific States, the Cincinnati 
Convention adopted a resolution proposing 
that Congress shall order an inquiry to in- 
vestigate the effect of the immigration and 
importation of Mongolians upon the moral 
and material interests of the country, 
There is no objection to this resolution in 
itself, Investigation in the spirit of ascer- 
taining the truth, and for throwing new 
light upon any given subject of importance 
to the country, is not only unobjectionable, 
but desirable, The Chinese question will 
soon assume an importance to exact the at. 
tention of Congress, and it ia better, too, 
that it shall receive consideration before it 
shall have been able to arouse a sectional 
feeling, aa the negro question did, The aug. 
goation is, therefore, Umely, and only sub. 
ject to misconstruction by those who with. 
out warrant jump at the conclusion that it 
means the exclusion of Chinese lmmigranta, 

We do not presume that men of any intel. 
gende, no matter how hoatile to the China. 
mon, imagine for a moment that the Nepub. 
lioan party ina Hepublican country oan seri. 
ously contemplate vlosing the doors againat 
any a eh, Tt would be to traverse 
the principle pf Hepublicaniam and apply to 
the Mongallans a prejudice which was repu- 
diated as to the Africans, Dut there is some. 
thing besides this in the Chinese question, 
The people of the Pacific Btates must regu- 
late their own police laws, subject to the 
Conbtitution of the United States and its 
amendments, which include the Chinese as 
well as the negroes. If they are not equal 
to this, while all of the white men vote and 
none of the Mongolians, then they are con- 
fessedly imbecile, and do not deserve any 
sympathy. There are phases of the contro- 
versy over the Chinese question, however, 
which come within the domain of national 
legislation. It is asserted on one side 
that Chinese immigration to this coun- 
try is partly involuntary, and that 
the so-called Coolie system is but 
a species of slavery; that the few Chinese 
companies carry on a system of deception 
and terrorism which amounts to the infliction 
of enforced servitude ; that there exists a pow- 
erful combination to maintain a separate com- 


munity by pandering to the superstition 
vices to which the Chinese are most addicted ; 
and that certain influences are illegitimately 
exerted to keep the Chinese population from 
accepting our civilization, taking on our 
habits, submitting to our laws, and assimilat- 
ing with our people. All this is a proper 
subject for national investigation, 
there would be more reason to credit it if the 
complaint came from the Chinamen them- 
selves, as it probably would if the Chinamen 
felt that they were abused. Meanwhile, it is 
not very likely that they will acquire much 
native love for American customs, nor a very 
exalted respect for American civilization, 
while the white population applauds the act 
of stoning and cursing them upon every 
possible occasion, and outrages them by cut- 
ting off their pig-tails, which, at the worst, 
seem to be symbolic of a very foolish but 
harmless superstition. 

So far as the proposed inquiry is suggested 
by a desire to apply the fallacy of protec- 
tion to human beings, we have no more re- 


spect for it than for Mr. 

Harsorn’s effort to apply it to mineral 
waters. If the springs of this country of 
supposititious medicinal properties have not 
merits enough of their own to hold out 
against the springs of old Europe, our no- 
tion is that they better be plugged up and 
give the European waters a chance to gush. 
As with mineral waters, so with human na- 
ture. If the Anglo-Saxon race cannot hold 
its own as against the Mongolian race, it is 
not worth protecting, and the more of the 
Mongolians we have the better it will be for 


which can only be corrected by national legis- 
lation. One of these would b> the practice of 
systematic deception, whereby contractors 
could employ the Coolies at 4 cents a day 
for a term of years, and bring them to this 
country to work them at a little less than 
the average wages, but at an enormous 
profit to the contractors. It may be that the 
traffic in Chinese prostitutes has become so 
bold and iniquitous as to require a national 
prohibition. But, as to the doctrine of 
protection,“ we should as soon think of 
advocating a suppression of the prostitute 
trade on that account as to keep out Chinese 
immigrants who voluntarily seek America 
for their own improvement and advantage. 
The prejudice of the Pacific Coast people 
against the Mongoligns is the more readily 
comprehended there than it is in any other 


part of the country; but the means adopted 
of aanerting it cannot be approved anywhere. 
The proposition of the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion is the first reasonable and ug: 
gestion for meeting it. We give below an 
extract from the Pall Mall Gasette, which 
has been commenting on the relation of race 
and Republicanism, and which in a vein of 
sarcasm loads up to a very important truth 

The Chinese, as a nation, have grown up under 
the inestimable blessings of competitive examina- 
tion. Prejudices as to hereditary descent have 
been happily exploded in the flowery land. Some 
exception has to be made, indeed, in the case of 
the Emperor, but that, of course, is accounted for 
by the fact that his Imperial Majesty is nota human 
being at all. Persons are very ill-informed who 
are not aware that the Emperor of China is a cousin 
of the celestial bodies; and, therefore, the descent 
of the supreme power to his descendants is an un- 
avoidable thing (even if an evil). But, apart from 
this divine necessity, everything in China, up to 
the buttons of the highest mandarin, or the golden 
lilies of the selected spouse of the Emperor him- 
self, ia subject to strict competitive examination. 
Mark, too, how perfect the education thus given 
must be! Look at the time taken te form it! It is 
now no less than 5,345 years since Foo 
Hi invented writing. 


say against a nation with such a history? We have 
no doubt that reficctions of this nature will be 
adequate to induce the Californians to submit to 
what, if inconvenient to them, is in accordance not 
only with the American Constitation, but with the 
essential genius of the Republican form ot gov- 
ernment. Weare all agreed as to the propriety of 
improving away the less prodactive races in favor 
of the more productive. The natural repugnance 


his own turn comes must not be allowed to inter- 
fere with the proper course of events, and the con- 
sistent working out of great Republican principles. 
If the Californians will only eat less, drink less, 
and work more and better than the Chinese, they 
have little to fear from them. If they will not, 
who are they to contest the great law of the survi- 
val of the fittest in the battle of life? It is very 
instructive tosee this great experiment wrought 
out before our eyes, and to do so may encourage as 
to wait with patience till our turn comes. 
There is a little bit of malice in the way 
all this is expressed, but it states a funda- 
mental truth after all, and one which the 
Republican party will not be apt to forget in 
the proposed investigation of the Chinese 
Problem.

The Sanson Family---Seven Gen- 
erations of Executioners. 


New York Times. 

In the primitive times of French society the 
man on whom devolved the sad mission of put- 
ting criminals to death or exacting confession 
by torture took the name of Executioner of 

igh Justice, because high Jadges and also 
Royal Judges alone had the right to pass sen- 
tence of death, Custom had established a sort 
of hierarchy in the profession. For s period of 
over 200 years the office of executioner at Paris 
remained in possession of a single family, lape- 
ing from father to son through seven genera 
tions, 

CHARLES Aon DE LONGVAL, 
the first of the race appointed to this lugubrious 
position, was born at Abbeville in 1653. Hay- 
ing a fancy for military life, on com 
ing of age he bought a commission in 
the regiment of the Marquis de Labols- 
siere. During the summer of 1963 he was 
stationed at Dieppe. Riding through the coun- 
try onone occasion, he was injured by a fall 
from his horse, and was nursed through a te- 
dious illness by a young woman to whom he be- 
came tenderly attached. Not long after his re 
covery he was horrified to learn that the object 
of his affection was the daughter of one Master 
Pierre Jouanne, executioner of the towns of 
Rouen and Dieppe. The intimacy continued, 
however, until Sanson was threatened with dis- 
missal from the regiment on account of his dis- 
greets associations. He immediately resigned 
rom the army, and was preparing to leave 
the town, when, on a farewell visit to the 
house of Jouanne, he found the latter engaged 
in torturing his hter in order to 
extort a confession of the name of 
her seducer. He announced himself as 
the man, and offered to mary the 
girl and remove with her to some distant coun- 
ry. But the brutal and Intolerant father re- 
fused to permit his d ter’s e with a 
man whose family would regard them both with 
contempt. He could only be induced to yield 
upon the condition that Saneon would adopt the 
profession of executioner. The girl seemed de- 
termined to abide by her father’s decision, and

THE FAMOUS ROBBER CARTOUCHE.

Upon its 
completion Sanson and two of his brothers went 
to the prison of Bicetre to make experiment 
with the guillotine . — three co This 
took place on the I7th of April, 1522 in the 
court-yard of the prison, in the presence of Drs. 
Antoine Louis, Philippe Pinel, and Cabanis. 
The prisoners looked on eagerly from the win- 
dows. A question had arisen in regard to the 
shape of the knife. Two experiments were 
made,—one with an instrument of oblique form, 
the other with aknife shaped like a crescent. 
The latter failed. The obliqué Knife was there- 
fore adopted. A week after Sanson had occa- 
sion totest the new system onaman named 
Pelletin, sentenced to death for theft and at- 
tem murder. Some uneasiness was felt in re- 
gird te the behavior of the mob at the sight of 
the new instrument of death. But no disorder 
occurred; the execution took place and fully 
justified the anticipations of those who had in- 
vented the machine. Pelletin was carried to 
the scaffold in a fainting fit, and it would have 
been impossible to decapitate him with a sword.

The slightest noise made him shudder, and he 
avoided his relatives. His usual state of mind 
was that of the darkest moodiness, which he re- 
tained to his last day. In 1806 the aged heads- 
man died. Calling his son to his bedside half an 
hour before he expired he addressed him thus: 
a a. Soe me, let us abide by the station 
which fate awarded to us. It is of no use to 
hope that the world will ever receive you ; 
origin can neither be forgotten nor forgiven. 
Do not take another occupation for yourself or 
for your son. It would be a desertion from 

your duty. There has not been a single instance 
n your family of such desertion. Our family is 
certainly the most ancient and important in the 
rofession ; but others have done as we have 
one.

ere are Various definitions to this word; 
there are various senses in which the term is 
rendered. Some persons simply consider truth 
the opposite of the lie, the positive pole of the 
sentiment of which the negative is falsehood. 
The es say that truth is veracity, and 
2 modifications of the definition, as honesty, 
ustice, integrity, fidelity, the conformity to fact 
or reality, ment of words with thoughts, 
which is called moral truth. These are all ap- 
propriate definitions, and help us to conceive 
what an excellent thing truth is. But there is 
still a higher sense in which it may be received. 
Truth is the perfect reality of all thin Truth 
is also the great bond of integrity which holds the 
material to the spiritual world. Truth may be 
called the science of the knowledge of divine and 
spiritual things. It was truthin this sense of 
which Jesus said He came into this world to be 
a witness. It was the light of the Divine ex- 
istence; in other terms, truth is the knowledge 
of God revealed to human —— with 
the correlative relation of the human being to 
the divine; the nature, destiny, and moral re- 
sponsibility of man. As the idea of God is the 
most ennobling which can sthe buman 
mind, so it seems to be the embodiment of 
Truth. Therefore God is called the Spirit of 
Truth; Christ, as the representative of God in 
the world, says of Himself, I am the Way, the 
Truth, and the Light; and He beseeches the 
Father that He would sanctify His children 
t h His truth.” The answer to Pilate, 
What is truth? might have been: the knowledge 
of the One, True, and Holy God, and the salva- 
tion of the race of man, through His Son, from 
ad ed and lost state, and elevation to the 
life and immortality which alone are the 
attributes of the ity. This revelation 
of eternal facts, so much above all ordinary per- 
ception of the human being, so important as 
affecting his welfare, wf well be styled the 
truth, as a summary eelestial knowledge, 
and the science of immortality. Truth is thus 
revealed as the moral clement of the universe, 
as Love is the governing principle of the affec- 
tions, and electricity is the power pervading the 

natural world. 

The object and end of a noble and successful 
life, in this world, is the pursuit and acquisition 
of the truth.

he truth may relate to every sphere of life. 

There is au all-pervading truth to be ascertain 

in conformity to the natural life as well as to the 
spiritual. But we should be careful that we

our daily experience under natural laws. But 
nevertheless there are great achicvements to 
be made in searching out the truths that under- 
lie the laws and duties of our daily lives.

When the truth is at last 
discovered, it shows itself with a self-sustaining 
confidence, and like the sun at noon- 
day; but the error is alwaysdark, misty, and un- 
certain. So now at the present time appears the 
science of human government. The confession 


is, that it is imperfect; the inference 
is, that it will continue’ imperfect 

the imperfect nature of the 
human be who form the government.

fully discovered. The Centennial year of our 
Government is a way-mark of the ages to show 
what progress has been made in the discovery.

THE BIBLE. 
HOW IT IS DISTRIBUTED BY THE MILLION IN 
ALL SORTS OF LANGUAGES. 
New York Worid. 

The last annual report of the American 
Bible Society, showing that since its organiza. 
tion upwards of 33,000,000 copies of the Bible 
have been circulated, and the report of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society for the year end- 
ing May 1, showing that since the organization 
of that society it has circulated upwards of 76,. 
000,000 copies, have attracted some attention to 
the subject. During the present century about 
32,000,000 copies have been issued by other Bible 
societies, and a very low estimate of the num- 
ber issued by private publishers would raise the 
total number of copies circulated to 200,000,000. 
This number is so great as to be almost incom- 
prehensible. To count up such a number at the 
rate of one per second would take nearly seven 
years. Or, if a double file of men could be 
formed, extending all around the earth, stand- 
ing in close order, this number of Bibles would 
be sufficient to supply each individual with a’ 
copy. 

The whole number of languages and dialects 
into which the Bible, or parts of it, has been 
— chiefly through the efforts of the 
two great Bible Societies, is 252. Of these 205 
are versions prepared since the origin of Bible 
Societies. Few — appreciate the difficulty 
of rendering a k like the Bible from the 
original Hebrew and Greek into languages that 
have not been previously aded and molded 
by Christian thought. e translation of the 
Bible into Arabic by Dr. Eli Smith and Dr. Van 
2 required the labor of sixteen years. Dr. 
Schauffler, of Constantinople, completed two 
years the translation of the Osmanli version 
of the Scriptures, which work he began in 1860. 
Fifteen years of continuous labor were spent by 
Dr. Schereschewsky in rendering the Old Testa- 
ment into the Mandarin colloquial, and Dr. 
Williamson and Dr. Riggs have not yet com- 
pleted their Dakota version, altho they be- 
gan their work of study and missionary labor 
among that nation forty years ago. e of 
them estimates that he has spent an — 12 of 
thirty minutes on each word translated by him. 

Although the British Society had twelve years 
the start of the American, the missionaries and 

nts from this country are but little behind 
their English brothers now. Through their un- 
tiring efforts the Bible has been translated into 
Turkish, Azerbijan, or Tartar-Turkish, Arabic, 
Japanese, three versions of Chinese, Siamese, 
Burmese, Ebon (Marshall Islands), Kusaien 
(Strong’s Island), Gilbert Islands, Pon 
cension Island) Hawaiian (Sandwich Is ands), 
Zulu (South Africa), Benca (West Africa), Crebo 
(West Africa), Mpongwe (West Africa), and the 
various | es of the North Amreican In- 
dians, including Mohawk, Choctaw, Seneca, Da- 
kota, Ojibwa, Muskokee, Cherokee, Delaware, 
and Nez Perces.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
To the Bditor af The Tribune. 

Cu1caao, June 17.—We venture the assertion 
that there is no city in the Union whose chil- 
dren are in the enjoyment of so many privileges 
at so small a cost as are furnished those of this 
city by our educational department. Seventeen 
or several times seventeen cities can doubtless 
be named that do not spend as much money per 
pupil as does Chicago, but Chicago would not 
consent toa comparison with any one of them 
in anything else. Ten cities include all that we 

can afford to compare our city wi h. 
The question as to whether these privileges, 
in anything like their present worth, shall be 
continued to our children, or shall be almost 


completely destroyed, is without doubt the one 
which the Board of Education are now having 
under consideration. 

Able Superintendents have had these schools 
in charge for nearly a score of years; men who 
have devoted the best part of their lives to the 
one cause of public instruction, having noted its 
ate 4 — from year to year, and incorporated 

to our system the best principles that have 
been tested in all the older and large cities of 
the Union. 

Must we now be forced again nearly or quite 
to the foot of the ladder, to learn anew that the 
“three RS“ do not embrace all that is needed 
for one successfully to fight the battle of life? 
Are we aiming to find out how little we may 
furnish to our youth, that they may barely be 
enabled to earn their daily bread, or is it our 
purpose to raise up a generation after us that 
shall possess a higher civilization and enjoy a 
more cultivated state of refinement than that of 
the present — 

Our present Superintendent has incorporated 
into our system of public instruction elements 
that can never be appreciated except by those 
who are reaping the advantages of them, and we 
would say to those who have children in the 
enjoyment of these privileges, Be sure and 
bring such an influence to bear upon the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education that they will 
not dare by one fell blow to undo what has 
taken years of patient toil to accomplish.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

Warzen, June 16.—The National Repub- 
lican Convention, arranged jointly by the young 
people of the Literary Society, Choral Union, 
and Carroll College, and held at the Town-Hall 
Monday evening, was a grand success, socially, 
financially, and politically. Mr. W. E. Bowen 
was chosen as the temporary Chairman. The 
delegation from each State was represented by 
a single individual, who cast as many votes as 
his State is known to have in the actual nomina- 
tion. The preliminaries were quite lengthy, as 
some of the delegates seemed bent upon l- 
bustering, tothe amusement of the audience, 
and the evident discomfiture of the Chairman. 
After the report of the Committees, Judge 
Griswold was made President of the permanent 
organization. He gave a brief address to the 
„ citizens of Cincinnati, and the representatives 
from all parts of the country, in Convention as- 
sembled.“ The platform adopted was long and 
heavy—a plank for every political issue of the 
day. Whenthe time came for nominating of 


candidates, Mr. Edward Gleason, temporarily 
from Maine, had the honor of presenting the 
name of the Hon. James G. Blaine. He made a 
handsome little speech that quite captivated the 
audience, and won a number of votes, after the 
compliment to the several favorite sons had 
been passed. Mr. William Green, of Ken- 
tucky, closed his telling remarks by giving 
the name of Benjamin H. Brietow. Mr. William 
Street, true to the spirit of the Empire State, spoke 
firmly and frequently for Roscoe B. Conkling. Mr. 
W. Bowen, of Ohio, presented the merits of Gov. 
Hayes. Mr. Sumner earnestly and eloouently 
leaded the nomination of Gen. Sherman. Mr. 
ight Tyler of Connecticut, named Marshall 
Jewell. A yoo - 2 speech was made by 
the delegate from Indiana, for the War Governor. 
The name of Gen. Grant, Elihu Washburne, Fred- 
erick Douglass, and Mr. Evarts, were also present- 
ed. The result of all thie eloquence was, on the 
first informal ballot, 176 votes for Blaine, a less 
number for Bristow, andthe rest scatteri On 
the second ballot the Hon. James G. Blaine re- 
ceived a majority of 38. The vote was speedily 
made unanimous, and, amid loud and prolonged 
cheering, the people dispersed, having shown their 
interest and enthusiasm by remaining until mid- 
night. Several amusing incidents occured during 
the Convention. Atelegram was announced from 
George Francis Train, to the effect that he was the 
comi man, and would accept the nomination 
with pleasure. Twoor three well-known Demo- 
crates , for the time being, stanch Repub- 
licans and decried that old Democratic party,” 
that rotten organization.

QUEEN VIC'S FAMILY. 
Appropriate to the 57th anniversary of Queen
